1. Newly added claim 21 differs from claim 1 in that it 
recites the invention more broadly by including the 
limitation "detecting and recording a weight decrease" 
rather than the limitation "generating a first weight 
decrease value" as in claim 1. 

Further, it was an error to include the limitation 
"generating a first weight increase value" within claim 1 as 
this limitation is not needed for the patentability of claim 
1. Newly added claim 21 differs from claim 1 in that it 
recites the invention more broadly by including the 
limitation "detecting a weight increase" rather than the 
limitation "generating a first weight increase value" as in 
claim 1. 

Further, it was an error to include the limitation
